PARIS, June 6—(/P>—A responsi- 
ble east European dlnlomat said 
today Soviet Deputy Prime Minis- 
ter Vyacheslav M. Molotov has 
been placed In charge of Russia's 
policies In China and elsewhere In 
the Orient. 
The ir irmant forecast an early 
change in Russia's attitude of dlp- 
lomntlc aloofness toward the Chi- 
nese Communists.

WASHINGTON, 
June 
Senator Elbert D. Thomas (D- 
Utah) opened senate debate on new 
labor legislation today with a plea 
for quick repeal of the Taft-Hartley 
law. 
. Thomas, chairman of the senate 
labor committee, declared that In 
last Fall's election "the American 
people in unmlstakeable terms de- 
cided that the Taft-Hartley law 
was a mistake." 
Thomas quickly reminded Demo- 
cratic senators that repeal of the 
T-H law was pledged by President 
Truman and was a "central" pro- 
vision of the party's 1948 camalgn 
platform. 


As the debate opened, John L. 


Lewis told the senate that reports 
are "current" that Presidents Wil- 
liam Green of AFL and 
Philip 
Murray of CIO have 
"secretely 
agreed" to "at least four oppreslvc 
amendments'* to 
the labor bill 
which President Truman supports. 
The United Mine Workers' presi- 
dent sent identical thelegrams to" 
all 96 senators. 


If the reports are true, ho said, 
the agreements "constitute a foul 
betra.yaT'of-'AniBrrea'n 
ISBW~By- 
Green and Murray, as well as a 
pussllllanlmous compromise of the 
American principles of equality and 
froomdom upon which our republic 
is based."

Two Ordinances 
Up Tuesday For - 
Final Passage 


The city ocommlsslon -will hava 


before it for final passage Tues- 
day two ordinance* designed to 
protect the public. 
One prohibits the parking of 
big transport trucks, truck trac- 
tors, trailers and semi-trailers on 
the streets of Corsicana day or 
night. 
This ordinance was written as a 
result of protests that huge trucks 
were blocking streets and other- 
wlace creating traffic hazards. 
The ordinance exempts motor- 
. cycles, passenger 
cars, 
'panel 
trucks and pickup trucks- 
Under terms of the proposed 
law, the police department will be 
empowered to remove tho trucks 
if the ordinance is violated, or 
have them moved and impounded 
at the expense of the owner. 
A penalty for violation has been 
let at a $100 maximum.

A Paris dispatch from C. L. 
Sulzberger said evidence can be 
assembled showing at least 300,000 
members have been expelled from 
the Communist party and that 
membership in the Komsomol- 
Communist 
Youth League—has 
fallen.. 


The Times listed several import- 
ant party leaders as having dis- 
appeared quietly. These Included: 


N. A. Voznesensky, former pollt- 
buro member. 
A. A. Kuznetzov, Central Com- 


mittee secretary. 
P. S. Popkov, members of the 
presidium of the supreme court. 
Yuri A. Zhdanov, son of the 
late politburo chief. 
I. T. Golyakov, former chief of 
the Soviet supreme court, 
Sulzberger said it appeared those 


now suffering were members of 
the so-called "Zhrdanov faction," 
persons who were close to or fol- 
lowed the line of Andrei Zhdanov 
who died Aug. 31, 1948, at 62. 
The cause of his death was list- 
ed officially as heart failure, but 
there wore world-wide rumors that 
he had been "liquidated." 
He had been Stalin's 
favorite 
and regarded as the generalissi- 
mo's most likely successor. 
However, the Times 3aid, he had 


fallen from favor before his death 
and been replaced by his reputed 
rival, Georgl M, Malenkov.'

the FBI questioned his loyalty.

Investigation 
of the atomic energy commission 
(AEG), AEC Chairman David 
E. 
Lillenthal demanded that the per- 
son Involved be sumn-oned for tes- 
timony. 


Hlckenlooper told his 
congres- 
sional colleagues that the AEC em- 
ploye had been hired originally un- 
der an "emergency," security clear- 
ance on August 8, 1947. 
It was not until March, 1948; that 
an FBI check turned 'up "serious 
derogatory Information" about the 
individual, Hlckenlooper added. 
Hlckenlooper said the person In- 
volved was furnished with a state- 
ment of the charges against htm 
and suspended in April. He was 
dven a hearing in May. the Iowa 
Senator continued, before a board 
of three AEC employes, Including 
two scientists and a lawyer. 
Although 24 persons were men- 


tioned In the 60-page FBI report as 
giving 
derogatory 
Information 
about the suspended person, Hlck- 
enlooper said, only two of these 
were called for testimony and 
a 
third was Interviewed over 
the 
phone. 


He said the board called 16 'wit- 
nesses suggested by the suspended 
employee and recommended unani- 
mously that he be given security 
clearance.

Five Children In 
Family Are Killed 
By Fire At Home 


HAZELTON, Pa., June 6.—(ff)— 


More than $1,000 poured Into a ret- 
lief fund today for a West Hazleton 
couple and their nine remaining 
children after fire drecked their 
home and killed five of their soni. 


Steven Gaizlck, a mine laborer, 


Is In critical condition at Hazleton 
State hospital. His wife and a son, 
Robert, seven, also are reported 
In critical condition, suffering mul- 
tiple burns and Internal Injuries. 
' Civic and Veteran organizations 
in West Hazleton conducted relief 
drives In an effort to make It just 
a little easier for the Gaizlck fam- 
ily to recover from the tragedy. 


The fire which roared through 
their small frame home In the pre- 
dawn hours yesterday killed these 
five children of the Gaizlck couple: 
Joseph, 11; Richard, 
5; Leo, 3; 


Thomas, 2, and Donald, six months. 


John L Lewis' Conviction On Charge 
Of Contempt Uphe 


WASHINGTON, June 
6—<#)— 
The U. S. circuit court of appeals 
today uphold the contempt 
of 
court conviction of John L. Lewis 
and the United Mine Workers for 
failure to call off a strike last 
year. 


The court ordered the UMW 
chief and the union to pay fines 
totaling $1,420,000. The fines were 
imposed by Federal District Judge 
T. Alan Goldsborough on April 20, 
1948. 
The fine against Lewis amount- 


ed to $20,000. The union fine was 
$1,400.000. 
Goldsborough imposed the fines 
because Lewis refused to carry 
'out a court order to halt a strike 
over miners' pensions. 
It was the second contempt find- 
Ing against Lewis and the union. 
Catholic Church 
Standing Firm In 
Czechoslovakia 


PRAGUE 
Czechoslovakia, June 
6- (IP)—The Roman Catholic church 
yesterday served .notice *on the 
Communist government of Czech- 
oslovakia that there can be no 
"Czechoslovakia Catholic church." 


Archbishop Josef Beran, fighting 


for the life of the Roman Catholic 
church In Czechoslovakia, told a 
throng of thousands In St. Vltus' 
Cethedral "there can be no true 
Roman Catholic church without 
its head in the Vatican." 


He had advised the clergy pre- 
viously that the Communist-dom- 
inated government would attempt 
to set up a new "Catholic" church 
and other "Catholic" groups, not 
recognizing the, Roman Catholic 
hierarchy.

The strike last year began after 
Lewis accused thu- soft coal oper- 
ators of "dishonoring" their con- 
tract by not agreeing to his de- 
mands for a $100 a month pension 
for elderly retired miners. 


It started March 15 and ran for 
more than a month. Lewis ap- 
pealed to the miners to go back 
to their jobs after the fines were 
slapped on him and the union. 


Lewis appealed the fines. 
The three-judge appeals court. 


In its unanimous opinion, held thai 
the contempt conviction "does nol 
concern the meaning of the agree- 
ment between tho miners and the 
operators or the right to strike, 
or the so-called Taft-Harlley act." 
It added; 


"It (tho decision) concerns only 
the narrow question whether peo- 
ple must obey a temporary order 
Issued by a court which seeks to 
maintain conditions until it can 
determine Its authority In the dis- 
pute." 
Teh 
appeals court 
contended 
that.the supreme court has ruled 
"that people who disobey such ar 
order of a court may be punished 
for contempt of court, even If It Is 
decided later that the act under 
which tho order was Issued was 
unconstitutional-" 
The restraining order was is- 


sued under the Taft-Hartley law 
provision permitting court Injunc- 
tions aaglnst strikes that Imper- 
il the national health or safety. 
Lewis and the union contended 
in their appeal that there was no 
evidence of a "strike" or that they 
authorized, ordered or suggested 
a work stoppage.

Burns quoted Mrs. Pfeiffer as 
saying Benjamin shot himself and 
that she then attempted unsuc- 
cessfully' to shoot herself with a 
Czech automatic revolver. 
Mrs. Pfeiffer told Burns Benja- 
min rose early yesterday, attended 
a church where he heard a sermon 
on faithfulness, returned to their 
apartment and upbraided himself 
She said he talked of the futility 
of life. 
The detective chief said their 
room was littered with liquor bot- 
tles and other labeled amytol and 
barbitol. Burns said they register- 
ed at the hotel a week ago. Mrs 
Pfeiffer was held on a vagrancy 
charge. 
Benjamin had been working as 


a drugstore clerk In Crystal Lake 
until recently. His widow, Audrey 
Is the daughter of James H. Jones 
wealthy owner of a Chicago print- 
ing and bookbinding frm. Ben- 
jamin also had two sons, Robert 
Jr., 1, and Bruce, 2.

As they fought their way into 


France, soaking the sands of this 
beach with their blood, the prayers 
of 
freedom-loving peoples 
went 


with them. 
The Impossible had come to pass. 
The "new order, built to live a 
thousand years," was pierced 996 
year* before its promised TiilUen- 


nlal. 
Today the Invasion seems equally 


Impossible.

"boys from Brooklyn" fought the

In several other coun- 
tries there have been notable 
suicides of national figures 
in the period of the war and 
its, aftermath. No other war 
In history has exacted 
so 


much of this form of toll, 
but no other war was so 
overwhelming. 


The volume of immediate 


sympathetic comment which 
followed t h e F o r r e s t a l 
death, all over the nation, 
showed a widespread com- 
prehension of the 
terrific 


strain under which many 
such men as Forrestal have 
labored in the national crisis, 
and of the inevitable effects 
on body and mind. Never 
theless it is fair to say that 
most persons do not under- 
stand at all the state of 
mind of a suicide. Few doc- 
tors and psychiatrists really 
understand it. 


This failure to understand 


the suicidal frame of mind is 
no doubt one of the' import- 
ant reasons why there are 
about 16,000 suicides in Am- 
erica every year. 
Each of 


these suicides had his own 
reasons for choosing death 
in preference to life. Most of 
the lives of suicides could be 
saved if the people around 
them were only able to de- 
tect 
and 
understand the 


process of mind which leads 
to the desirejio die.

Navarro County's 
Grains Approved 


Government farm storage loans 


for Navarro county's oats, wheat 
and barley growers have been np- 
proved by the State Production 
nnd 
Marketing 
Administration, 


Triple A Executive Bob Cllcque 
announced Monday. 
. 
This, In effect, means that Na- 


varro county farmers will be as- 
sured of 76 cents a bushel for their 
1940 oat crop, expected to be near- 
ly a half-million'bushels. 
The county committee, headed by 
George Ward of Blooming Grovp, 
requested 
the 
government 
pro- 


gram, 
Cllcque 
announced. 
Be- 


tween 7.000 nnd 10,000 acr.es of 
oats are believed to have been 
sowed In the county this year- 
Cllcqup expressed 
belief that 
most farmers In the county have 
sufficient 
storage facilities 
for 


their grain. 
The government rules call for 
weather-proof storage, located In 
the Immediate vicinity of an ln- 
habltated place, or residence, In- 
accessible to livestock. The oats 
also must not contain more than 
13 1-2 percent moisture. 
Cllcque said further Information 


on the program could be obtained 
at his office, Tho necessary forms 
and equipment have not been re- 
ceived yet. They are expected In 
about two weeks, he added. 
The storage loans are redeem- 


able on April 30. 1950. If not re- 
deemed, the government takes the. 
grain. 
If the price of oats goet, 


above 78 cents, then the farmer 
can sell his crop, pay the loan and 
pocket the difference. 
In effect, the program amounts 
to a government guarantee that 
the farmer will get 76 cents 
a 
bushel for his oats, provided the 
farmer meets the storage loan 
qualifications and regulations.

Memory Of Tyson; 
Funeral Rites Here

Texan* of high and low stations 


paid fitting tribute to Tom L. Ty- 
son Friday at his funeral rites in 
Cornicana and Calvert. 
Tyson, 
aged 
44, "courageous 


Christian and churchman," politic- 
al figure, civic leader and Sunday 
school teacher, lawyer, died with 
a heart attack Thursday morn- 
ing at his home. Funeral services 
were held from the First Baptist 
church here at 10 a. m. and from 
the First Baptist church In Cal- 
vert at 8 p. m. 
Dr. Jared I. Cartlidge, pastor of 
the local church, conducted both 
service* and eulogized the chair- 
man of the board of deacon* of 
the local congregation and tea- 
cher of the Pals class for his 
varied interest* and activities, 
stressing hi* work as a "Chris- 
tian and churchman." 
Reserved sections were provided 
or the bar association and Pals 
class. 
, 


The services began with the 


pastor leading the group into the 
church where an estimated 700 
friend* and acquaintances were 
gathered, followed by the pallbear- 
ers, Governor Beauford Jester and 
hen the Immediate family and 
he Dawson families. 
The choir rendered "Nearer My 


Sod to Thee," and "Rock of Ages." 


Flowers covered the front of the 


pulpit and choir locations and 
were banked alongside the walls 
of the main auditorium. 


Following a prayer, the pastor 


•oferred to the custom of Tyson 
n 
writing 
a 
letter 
requesting 


Scriptures to be read before his 
Sunday school class. He read the 
ones sent last Sunday as follows: 


Matthew 10th chapter 29-31 and' 


39 verses: 
"Are not two sparrows sold for 
a penny? and not one of them 
shall fall on the ground without 
our Father's notice. But the very 
hairs of your head are numbered. 
Fear not, therefore, ye are ot 
more value than many sparrows. 


"He that flndeth his life shall 
lose It and he that loseth hi* life 
for my sake shall find It." 
Romans:: 8th chapter, 35-39 ver- 
ses: 


"Who shall separate u* from 


;he love of Christ? Shall tribula- 
tion, or anguish, or persecution, 
or famine, or nakedness, or peril, 
or sword? Even as it is written, 


"For thy sake we are killed all 
the day long; 


"We were accounted a* sheep 


for the slaughter. 


"Nay In all these things we are 
more 
than 
conquerors 
through 


Him that loved us. For I am per- 
suaded that neither 
death, 
nor 


lite, nor angels, nor principalities, 
nor thlngg present, nor things to 
come, nor powers, nor height, nor 
depth, nor any other creature shall 
bo able to separate us from the 
love of God which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord." 


Dr. Cartlidge urged the bowing 
submissively to the will of the 
Ixird and then spoke of the keen 
loss,to the family, relatives and 
friend* of the "good husband and 
father and loved one." 
"Texas ha* lost one'of her out- 
standing citizens and the church 
one of its most unselfish members 
and I have lost a friend, indeed,' 
Dr. Cartlidge stated, 
and 
then 


quoted the following Scripture: 


"Know ye not a prince has fal- 


len thl* day in Israel." 
The minister then spoke of 


what the people were thinking 
of Tom Tyson—Rome as a man, 
other* a* a political figure, bril- 
liant lawyer, etc., but said he 
thought of him "a good man full 
of the Holy Ghost." 
Dr. Cartlidge said that many 


disagreed with Tyson politically or 
ofherwlse, but no one will find 
fault with hi* moral 
life, 
and 


termed him a* "a silver-tongued or- 
ator who could weave words into 
garland* of rhetoric," and "He be- 
lieved in righteousness 
in 
high 
and low places." 


Speaking of the courage of the 
departed churchman, the minister 
asserted: 


"The Democratic Party of Texas 


owes an undying debt of gratitude 
to Tyson for what he has done for 
the party during the past few 
years." 


Then Dr. Cartlidgs 
said that 
long after, the other accomplish- 
ment* are forgotten, his influence 
a* a Christian and a churchman 
will continue. 


The day Tyson was first stricken, 
he was en route to Moody with 
Matt Dawson, a partner, on Buck- 
ner Home business, Dr. Cartlidge 
stated and added: 
"Texas hag never produced a 


more eloquent or a better Sunday 
school teacher. He magnified the 


Ixird above everything else." 


A native of Calvert, he gradu- 


ated from Calvert High school, at- 
tended the University of Texas, 
•eceived an LLB degree from Bay- 
or in 1926 and served as county 
attorney of Robertson county from 
1929 to 1933. He came to Corsl- 
cana in 1937. 


Tyson taught school at Somer- 
set in 1923 and 1824. 


He was a member of the bar 
asoclatlon, Chamber 
of Com- 


merce, Clvltan Club, was a past 
chancellor of the Knights of Py- 
thlaa, was a trustee of Buckner'g 
Home, Mary Hardln-Baylor Col- 
lege at Belton, Navarro Commun- 
ity Foundation, the library board 
and secretary of the Texas Dem- 
ocratic executive committee. 
The district court and public 


ibrary were closed during the fu- 
neral hour.
